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Excellent Week for Field Work:  Pennsylvania had an 

average of 6 days suitable for field work.  Field activities 

were finishing harvest of corn and soybeans, and cleaning 

machinery for winter storage.  Fall plowing continues and is 

94% complete, ahead of 83% at this time last year and the 

five year average of 88%.     

 

PA Topsoil Moisture for Week Ending 

November 25, 2012 
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Crop Progress:  The corn for grain harvest continues and 

is 94% complete, ahead of last year’s 87% and also ahead 

of the average of 86%. Winter wheat is 89% emerged, 

slightly ahead of last year’s 85%, but below the average of 

92%.  The soybean harvest continues and is 94% complete, 

compared to 87% last year and the average of 89%.   

 

Crop Condition:   Winter wheat conditions are; 0% very 

poor, 1% poor, 13% fair, 60% good, and 26% excellent.    

Pasture conditions are; 7% very poor, 16% poor, 29% fair, 

31% good and 17% excellent.  

 

Nationwide as of November 18, 2012: With the exception 

of northern Montana and portions of the Gulf Coast States, 

near-normal temperatures blanketed much of the United 

States during the week. Those conditions favored late 

season fieldwork. Much of the eastern half of the country 

received precipitation during the week, although most 

accumulations were below normal, leaving overwintered 

small grain crops and pastures in need of additional 

moisture. Elsewhere, eastern Oregon and Washington 

received rainfall totaling more than 200 percent of normal; 

however, the moisture was of little benefit to a winter wheat 

crop that has been negatively impacted by prolonged 

dryness.   

 

Winter Wheat: Eighty-four percent of the 2013 winter 

wheat crop had emerged by week’s end, 2 percentage points 

behind both last year and the 5 year average. The most 

significant delays were evident in Montana and South 

Dakota, where unusually dry conditions throughout much 

of the fall have negatively impacted crop emergence and 

development. Overall, 34 percent of the winter wheat crop 

was reported in good to excellent condition, down 2 

percentage points from last week and 16 points below the 

same time last year.
